1 was much surprised at the aim 
many of the plantations in this 
tion. I found one man up the Talla- 
hatchie whose plantation fun ic il 27 
miles on the river. He had BO fam- 
ilies living on his land. s. 

I also learned that he raised noth- 
ing but cotton, yet hla laud would 
produce almost anything. This seem- 
ed strange in a land so fair and 
bountifully blest, with a soil rich 
enough to yield a Klondike of golden 

tion, yet they had their corn, hay, 
meat and most of their vegetables 
shipped to them from the North. I 
made some inquiries and soon learn- 
ed the cause. The negro cultivates 
the land. He could take his share of 
grain and use it. But not so with 
cotton ; he can not make use of it, so 
it must go into the bands of the 
planter. The negro has a piece of 
land allotted to him and he is "fur- 
nished." Kvery two weeks he goes 
to the store at the "big house" and 
gets so much meat, so much meal, so 
much flour, so much molasses, Ac. 
according to the stxe of his family. 
He also gets such clothes from time 
me as his family must have, and 
it is charged to bis account. And 
you can rest assured it Is charged at 
a price fully equal to the Dutchman's 
"one per cent." At 6 o'clock of a 
morning an enormous bell at the 
"big house" rings; then all must rise 
and get their breakfast, report at the 
barn by 6 o'clock, get their mule and 
away to the field. The princely plant- 
er almost invariably lives away in 
some city, bat his manager stays on 
the plantation, and from morning till 
night he rides over the fields and 
sees that all work, and It is only too 
true that he often uses the whip on 
those who are not working to suit 
him. Doubtless, many will feel in- 
clined not to believe this, but every 

and claim It is neceswry. At the end 
of the season the cotton is picked. A 
few of the more favored darkles get 
a little cash (for it is absolutely nec- 
essary to stand in with a few trusty 
ones), some come out even, others 
fall behind. At h ast so says the 
planter, but he opens his heart and 
magnanimously wipes out the ac- 
count and tells the boys to pitch in 
and do better next time. He can well 
afford to do this. Then he knows very 
well that a darky rat her than begin a 
crop In debt will skip over on some 
other plantation. 

The farmer of the North would do 
well to seek a home in this beauteous 
Southland.

Havana, Feb. 25.— The coast survey 
steamer, A. I), llaehe, after many de- 
lays, left for Dry Tortugas Thursday 
afternoon with three wounded, all do- 
ing well. Owing to the American 
quarantine regulations, the wounded, 
having been in hospitals here and ex- 
posed to fever, must be taken to hospi- 
tals in the Tortugas for quarantine.

Spanish charge d'alTairs at 
Washington, Friday night made to a 
reporter the following statement, 
which, coining from such authority, 
may be considered an official denial: 

•1 wish to state on my own official 
knowledge that no mine exists inside 
or outside of Havana harbor; nor is 
there any sub-marine defense of any 
kind. 'The re port is so absolutely false 
an.l ridiculous that it eOuld only have 
Originated in the minds of those per- 
sons anxious to incite thoevil passions 
of both nalioiis for theirown miserable 
ends 1 consider the very suggestion 
of such a thing an insult to Spain." 

The friends of the victims of the 
Maine disaster have discovered that 
they can not have their bodies brought 
to this country in cases w here they 
have already been interred. This is 
due to the fact that the Spanish laws 
forbid the exhumation ofoarpoaa until 
the expiration of the period of five 
years after burial. 

The prohibition had its origin in the 
fear of infection from contagious dis- 
eases.
